Although Iran only 
produced 10 per cent of the 
aon-Communist world’s supply, 
and more than half of that has 
since been made up by other 
states, the loss of Iranian oil 
has all. but wiped out the 
world’s surplus oil capacity.

Smoking possibly linked 
with pancreatic cancer 


CHICAGO, Feb. 16 (AP) — 
Researchers at the University 
of Chicago and Mayo Clinic say 
they have found a high correla- 
tion between cigarette smoking 
and pancreatic cancer, the 
fourth leading cause of cancer 
deaths in the United States. 

If the studies are confirmed, 
it will mean pancreatic cancer 
is the second most frequent 
cancer of cigarette smokers. Dr. 
A.R. Mossa, director of surgi- 
cal research at the university, 
said Friday. 


“If you are a heavy smoker, 
chances are you will doe of 
lung cancer — that’s your first 
risk," Mossa said. The Univer- 
sity of Chicago is one of the 
nation’s leading centers for pan- 
creatic cancer. 

"If not, you are a big risk 
for pancreatic cancer.’’ 
Researchers have also found 
that patients with diabetes 
have a tendency toward pan- 
creatic cancer, which vrifi pro- 
bably claim the lives of afanui 
22.000 Americans this year.

Italy accused of hiding

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U.S. ANX IETY! 

1l is beginning to look like the turmoil in Iran, for all its 
potential dangers, may have a salutary effect on ax least one 
area of concern to the peoples of the Middle East: The search 
L for a coinprahensjve Arab- Israeli peace. Judging from the 
recent visit to Saudi Arabia of U.S. Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown r .the United States is anxious, to strengthen its political, 
econofiffd and military ties with the kingdom to offset the 
apparent loss of* Iran as a strategic ally. One way for the 
Carter administration to bolster the U.S.-Saudi rdatjoaship 
would be to pay closer attention to the general Arab view- 
point ozr the Middle East peace process — a viewpoint to which 
Saudi Arabia is totally committed. It would make sense at this 
stage for U.S. leaders to listen closely to what the kingdom 
has to sav on such crucial issues as Palestinian self-determi- 
nation and the recovery of Arab East Jerusalem. Indications 
tnear Washington are that the administration is beginning to 
realize this, and may eventually shift its public stance on the 
Middle East peace process in a direction more compatible 
with legitimate Arab aspirations. 

The Israelis are already expressing concern about such a 
shift. They have made their fears known to Secretary Brown 
during his visit to Israel, and have tried to convince him that 
the United States should rely on Israel rather than the Arabs 
to maintain “stability" in the region. But as some observers 
have pointed out, Israel doesn't have the oil the Arabs do. 
And energy concerns are weighing heavily on the Carter ad- 
ministration in the Wake of the Iranian cutoff. The stark rea- 
lties of today's world necessitate an American commitment 
towards friendship and cooperation with the Arab states. 
Certainly U.S. policymakers must realize that a comprehensive 
peace agreement involving the return of Arab lamfc and the 
recognition of Palestinian rights would go far towards stabi- 
lizing the Middle East and providing long-term access to oil 
-for the countries of the West. 

The next step, therefore, on the part of the Carter admin- 
istration, should be the drafting of a formula for substantive 
official contacts between the United States and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. Until the internationally recognized 
representatives of the Palestinian people are brought into (he 
peacemaking process, there will be no possibility of a solution. 
America’s U.N. Ambassador Andrew Young seems to recog- 
nize ibis, and perhaps other key U.S. officials are thinkin g it 
privately. 

The growing momentum towards a U.S.-PLO relationship 
may have been the reason behind Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan’s recent surprising remarks on the PLO’s poten- 
tial role in the peace process. To be sure. Prime Minister 
Begin repudiated Dayan's statement in no uncertain terms, 
but the foreign minister’s comments indicate that at least some 
dements of the Israeli leadership are beginning to recognize the 
inevitability of PLO involvement m the negotiating process. 

U is also wortp -noting that the new Iranian government's 
staunch advocacy of Palestinian rights may also serve to prod 
American officials toward recognition of ihe PLO. It would 
not be surprising to see the Bazargan government link future 
oil supplies to the United States with a more positive Asne- 
rrcan attitude toward the aspirations of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. 

INHERENT DANGERS 

The brief takeover of the American embassy in Ten ran 
by leftist guerrillas hug pointed up the dangers inherent in 
any revolution, and has given Ayatollah Khomeini good rea- 
son to -begin building relations with the West and with the 
moderate' states of the Gulf region. Saudi leaders long ago 
warned that pro-Soviet leftists in Iran would seek to take 
advantage of the ongoing turmoil In the country. Iranian 
Communists and other leftists threw in their lot with- the far 
more numerous Khomemi forces for pure tactical reasons. 
They saw an opportunity to capitalize on popular sentiment 
and force the Shah into exile. But now that tbe Shah and his 
government are gone, and the Ayatollah has returned to the 
country, the Iranian leftists are showing their true colors, by 
defying the Bazargan government refusing to lay down their 
arms, and promoting a continuation of the chaos that has 
plagued Iran for so many months. The Communists’ dear 
intention is to undermine the new provisional government and 
pave the way for their own rise to power, through <xvil war 
if necessary. A* last, the Soviet Union is playing its card, 
using the Iranian left in an. attempt to swing a troubled and 
strife-weary* country. 

Ayatollah Khomeini and his provisional government cer- 
tainly realize what is happening by now. The attack oo *he 
U.S. embassy made the situation painfully dear. Prime Min- 
ister Bazargan is to be commended for moving quickly to 
defuse the embassy incident before it was transformed, iato a 
tragedy. Now* Mr. Bazargan and his government must take 
action to disarm the leftists and neutralize their threat to the 
country’s stability. Fortunately, the followers of the Ayatollah 
far outnumber the Marxists. 

The Iranian left is admittedly well organized, but Ayat- 
ollah Khomeini’s true supporters are also well coordinated, 
and should be able to move effectively a jurist their former 
"allies". Ihe important point is that Mr. Bazargan must not 
hesitate or delay in imposing order throughout Iran. He must 
deal with t^ leftist threat quickly, before the Marxists suc- 
ceed in undermining tbe authority of the new government and 
plunging the country into civil wai. 

One of die more compelling ironies of teceitf days has 
been the growing coordination and cooperation between the 
Ayatollahs government and the United States. Because of coin- 
ciding interests — neither wants to see Ihe emergence of a Com- 
munist government in Iran — Che frictions caused by America’s 
past support for the Shah have apparently given way to ihe 
prospect of a new relationship based iqraa mutual respect.

LONDON — The Worid 
Meteorological Office cleverly 
chose one of Europe’s chillier 
years to hold a major confe- 
rence on -the climate, which 
started Monday in Geneva. 

While day-to-day changes in 
the thermometer may have 
little direct connection with 
the longer, slower rhythms of 
climatic change, jt is an irre 
ristable human urge to Bide 
them. The commuter delayed 
by frozen railway points (swit- 
ches) or ibe motorist ip a 
snowdrift may. if he is of a 
philosophical disposition, turn 
to contemplation of the next 
Ire Age. 

Nor is he necessarily wrong. 
For some experts at this week’s 
meeting do believe that the 
ecceoffridties of recent years 
.have been evidence of a cli- 
matic change- towards much 
greater variab.'Jiiy 

Droughts, floods, the failure 
of monsoons and the run of 
hard winters are all evidence, 
they say, that the world has 
come to the end of a spell of 
even-tempered weather which 
began in about 1910 and lasted 
until about I960. This period 
has even been called “a little 
tropical age" by one of the 
n.ore quotable of climatolo- 
ipsts. Professor Reid Bryson. 

What follows the tropics 
•:f*uld be harder tp live with — 
weather more typical of the 
l°th century or even of the 
“little Ice Age” which lasted 
between 1430 and 1850. If so, 
the implications could be hn- 
puitant to agriculture and the 
use of fuels; In a world where 
the feeding of the multitudes 
has become a race between 
fecundity and fertilizers, such 
vaiiabRicy coJd spell disaster. 


The experts assemble in Ge- 
neva with some points clearly 
established, but with very 
imny more in doubt That the 
climate does change is accept- 
ed, and there is a very good 
model, devised 40 years ago 
by the Yugoslav Milutin Mi- 
lan kovich, which goes a long 
way towards explaining these 
changes. 

Miteokovich explained the 
Ice Ages by changes m the 
Earth's orbit and inclination, 
changes which take place in a 
tegular cycle. There are three 
such cycles: one, lasting 

100.000 years, in winch the 
shape of the Earth's orbit 
changes slightly, another, 40,000 
yean long, in which the Ear- 
th s tilt changes, and a third, 

20.000 years long, involving a 
wobble in the Earth's a xis. 

Superimpose all these cycles,, 
say the Milankovich suppor- 
ters, and you can explain why 
the Earth moves between full- 
blooded Ice Ages and the 
milder interglacial periods, in 
one of which we now find 
'ITTSefVBB. 

It has lasted some 15,000 
years since the ice relaxed its 
grip. 

That is of no immediate 
concern. But what is likely to 
happen in the next decade and 
the next century is of critical 
in?portance, and on this time 
icale totally different mecha- 
nisms apply. 

Two possible mechanisms 
have been proposed, though 
neither is yet proved. One is 
the varying quantity of vol- 
canic dust in the atmosphere, 
which acts as a veil screening 
the heat of tin Sun and cool- 
ing the Earth. fOFNS)

DHAHRAN — With a re- 
sume which includes several 
years of government service 
and a wardrobe of die dark 
blue suits which are almost p 
''uniform erf U.S. federal em- 
ployees, Terrance 0*Rourke 
fits the image of tile bureau- 
crat. Combined with his latest 
effort for the Carter adminis- 
tration, a world-wide tour to 
explain the aspects and rami- 
fications of die 1978 U.S. En- 
ergy Act, the 32-yearold Coun- 
sel to the Administrator of the 
Economic Regulatory Admin- 
istration. U.S. Department of 
Energy, could he mistaken for 
any of the thousands of gov- 
ernment officials who have visi- 
ted Saudi Arabia. 

But O’Rourke is different. 
Although he has given spee- 
ches from Washington. D.C. 
to Japan to the Arabian pen- 
ninsula. he «n\ afraid to 
venture an opinion or answer 
questions directly. 

He says, for example, that 
nuclear energy is currently a 
dead issue in the United Sta- 
tes because of the problems of 
midear waste disposal and 
other safety hazards. (The Car 
ter administration is attempt- 
ing to increase the amount of 
eleotricity generated by nuclear 
power from the current level 
of ten per cent to twenty per 
cent and is spending more on 
research in this area than on 
any other form of energy.) 

O’ Roark e offers, as a “wild 
guess,” that the price of im- 
ported oH wafl rise to around 
$25 per barrel in 1985, in terms 
of 1979 doHars. 

And he says that the dis- 
covery of large Mexican oil 
reserves probably won’t help 
the U.S. much. One reason is 
the “sensitivity" between the 
two countries because of Mexi- 
can attitudes toward American 
oil companies. 

O’Rourke could probably 
find many people who agree 
with him, but few public offi- 
cials who would say so pub- 
licly. It would be easy to label 
the candid young Carter spo- 
kesman as a maverick or a 
cynic because of bis wry hu- 
mor and informal manner. Yet 
along with his quick grasp of 
questions and concepts and 
frank replies he has a firm be- 
lief that the United States is 
moving in the right way to 
solve its problems, although 
the process is slow. 

He says his position as 
Counsel to the Administrator 
of the Economic Regulatory 
Administration ' was his most 
■difficult and points out the 
problems of working in a 
. huae bureaucracy. 

■ “This was the hardest job in 
terms of the debilitating ex- 
perience of serving in the fede- 
ral bureaucracy. Many people 
don\ realize that in the higher 
levels of ihe federal system you 
work, frequently, 14-18 hours 
a day," he said. 

“It’s not enjoyable. It’s hard 
in that what you work on fre- 
quently are big issues and you 
don’t have the immediate satis- 
faction of knowing the resvAs 
of your efforts. But yet when 
you see things passed like the 
national energy biH, after mon- 
ths of fighting and debating, 
you get a real sense of satis- 
faction.” 

One aim of the bill is to cut 
imports. It includes provisions 
which deal with natural gas 
pricing, energy conservation, 
coal conversion, and research 
of longrange energy alterna- 
tives. 

The natural gas pricing legis- 
lation is designed to encourage 
more U.S. production by eli- 
minating price differences bet- 
ween gas sold interstate and 
intrastate. O’Rourke estimated 
this win free a trillion cubic 
feet of gas for interstate com- 
merce. The increased cost of 
gas should also force industries 
to find cheaper and more plen- 
tiful forms of fuel, according 
to energy plan advocates. 

O’Rourke worked closely 
with Congress during the long 
debate from its introduction to 
'eventual passage in October 
1978. 

He thinks that the balance 
between the environmental in- 
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teres and advocates of more 
"herd" energy sources (coal, 
oil, etc./ is appropriate. 

“The remedy when someone 
says something is that you get 
to say something. You see it 
most in the debates in Con- 
gress," he said. 

With faith in the U.S. abi- 
lity to solve its problems, 
O'Rourke thinks the recent 
events in the worid, such as 
the turmoil in Iran, won’t step 
.the Energy Act from succeed- 
ing in reducing U.S. oil use 
by 2.5 million barrels per day 
by 1985. 

“This is the time of year 
when we would ordinarily be 


building up stocks in the Uni- 
ted States and other places jn 
the west But now we have a 
stock drawdown occurring at 
about two million barrels a 
day,” he said. “So there will 
be a pinch in the western so- 
cieties and Japan, and Presi- 
dent Carter wiB ask. for more 
voluntary conservation. 

“We have sera oil «>o Iran, 
but is insignificant. We cleared 
a few shiploads in that period 
when there was zero produc- 
tion , but that has stopped.” 

O’Rourke said that under 
terms of the International En- 
ergy Agency, which was form- 
ed after the 1973 08 embargo 


to help oil importing nations 
to cope with cutoffs, the U.S. 
could possibly be sending oil 
to Japan. Japan has relied on. 
Iran to supply twenty per cent 
of its oil needs. (The U.S. nor- 
mally imports five per cent of 
its oil from Iran.) 

“That’s part of international 
agreements," he said. “The 
shoe could be on the other 
foot. That's what international 
cooperation is all about." 

Although more will be spent 
on nuclear energy research than 
solar research, he sees the 
“soft" forms of energy (those 
which are non-polluting) and 
the inexhaustahle forms as the 
trends of the future. Support- 
ing this he sakl that S50.000 
was spent by the U.S. in 1970 
on solar energy research, while 
in 1978 $750 million was allo- 
cated. 

“There are really three dis- 
tinct phases Co the Carter 
plan," he said. “The imme- 
diate one is the supply interrup- 
tion one. The second phase is 
the so-caHed interim period, 
that period where we are look- 
ing for the world oil shortage. 
That’s the one we are gang to 

be investing in coal, a lot 

of nuclear light water reactors. 

“The long term is the post- 
petroleum age when petroleum 
is no longer the base of the 
worid energy supply. Well be 
going for sources like fusion, 
which is essentially an inex- 
haurtahle supply, or solar, or 
renewable types." 

After stops in Jeddah, Ri- 
yadh and Dbahran, he has 
formed some vivid impressions 
of Saudi Arabia. 

“The Saudis at all levels 
really do support conservation 
in the United States. The Car 
ter energy plan is almost what 
Saudi Arabia would have us 
do. To see how much our 
countries have in concurrent 
interest comes out at all levels 
in the Saudi Kingdom. 

“They are genuinely interest- 
■ed in the United States con- 
'serving fuel.”

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 16 
(AP) - The Insurance Com- 
pany of North. America has 
withdrawn sponsorship of the 
annual $250,000 U.S. Pro In- 
door Tennis Tournament, cit- 
ing^ deceptive financial practi- 
ces ’ by tournament directors. 

Bruce Shaeffer, the com- 
pany's senior vice president, 
said the company’s official no- 
nce of termination was sent on 
reb. 7 to Marilyn and Edward 
Femberger, the tournament’s 
co-directors since it hegan here 
in 1962. 

Shaeffer said the company 
had spent “nearly a million 
ooilars during its three-year 
association with the tourna- 
ment. 

Ferrrberger. . contacted 
Wednesday in Palm Springs, 
California, where she was ai- 
lendmg a conference of tennis 
officials, denied that there were 
any deceptive practices connec- 
ted with rhe tournament. 

. Shaeffer said the tournament 
directors claimed they had con- 
tributed $302,570 in the name 
of the 1978 tournament to free 
public tennis instruction, tour 
naments and scholarship pro- 
grams. 

He said an audit revealed 
that $125,000 of that amount 
had been taken off the top and 
put into an endowment fund

that had been created by the 
Ph-iladdphia International In* 
door Tennis Corporation, the 
non-profit and tax-exempt um- 
brella organization that over- 
sees both the U.S. Pro Indoor 
and the $125,000 Avon Cham- 
pionships. a woman’s tourna- 
ment also directed by the Fem- 
bcrgere. 

“What bothered us was the 
claim that over $300,000. was. 
going to free tennis for kids, 
when in fact, the actual figure 
was considerably less," Shaeffer 
said. “If you’re posing for pic- 
tures handing over checks for 
$300,000 to charity, and you're 
keeping the first $125,000 of it 
for your own corporation’s en- 
dowment fund". I’d say dial’s a 
pretty deceptive financial prac- 
tice.” 

The company's management, 
according to Shaeffer. also ob- 
jected k> the 'director’s annual 
trips, at tournament expense, to 
Wimbledon and to the Italian 
and French Open tournaments 
to obtain commitments from 
players to compete here. 

“Two hundred fifty thousand 
dollars in prize money isn’t 
enough to get them here?” 
Shaeffer asked. 

He said Bhe company object- 
ed to the conduct of some play- 
ers,- such as Vitas Gerufcritis, 
who, he said, shouted obscens- - 
ties co spectators after losing in 
this year’s tournament.

By 
bidding four hearts, you 
identify a five-card heart suit, 
since it would make no sense 
at all to rabid an unsupported 
four-card suit 

At the same time, the heart 
rabid indicates a holding of six 
diamonds! This is because, if 
the suits were equal in length, 
you would have opened the 
bidding with two hearts, not 
two diamonds. 

Although your hand is very 
promising far slam purposes, 
you cannot safely bid more 
than four hearts. The impetus 
must come from your partner, 
whose responses so far have 
been very discouraging. 

2. Pass. It's dangerous (and 
also unpleasant) to pass with a 
singleton spade, but it's even 
mare 'dangerous to bid agwfr i - 
Stnce North seems unable to 
support either of your suits, be 


probably has sufficient length 
cr strength in spades to stop 
the opponents from taking the 
first five tricks. Your beet shot 
is to rely on nine tricks in 
notrump— and you have them 
right in the palm of your band. 

3. Five diamonds. You can't 
risk notrump with this layout 
— there are only eight quick 
tricks — so you are better 
advised to try far game In a 
suit North can't have four 
hearts or he would have raised 
hearts, so you bid five 
diamonds. Practically all you 
need from partner is the lea of 
hearts. 


The alternative bid is four 
diamonds, but many players 
don't treat this as forcing. It Is 
probably better to take the 
strain off partner by leaping to 
five diamonds. 

4. Four notrmnp. This Is not 
a Blackwood bid for aces. It is 
a raise 'in notnnnp asking 
partner to keep on bidding if 
he has any values not yet 
disclosed. Naturally, four 
notrump is a powerful bid. 
since it indicates a holding of 
ten tricks even if partner has 
nothing. Also, obviously, 
North Is permitted to pass. 

Your principal hope is that 
North has the queen of hearts 
and will give that card due 
weight in deciding whether or 
not to bid again. Be can easily

PARIS, ..Feb. 1.6 iAP; — A 

Frerica-orsanized ceaseiuse in 
the intense fighting between the 
rival forces of Chad’s Presi- 
de at Felix Malloum and Pre- 
mier Hissen Habre was hold- 
ing in the capital, N’Djamena. 
Friday, informed sources re- 
ported here. 


The sources confirmed four 
French citizens, including a 
teacher and a nurse, had been 


lolled in heavy fighting before 
the ceasefire was agreed Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

The death toll among the 
local population was believed 
heavy, although not even a 
rough estimate was available. 
The northern sectors of the city 
were ravaged in the fighting kx 
which heavy mortars, recoil less 
cannons, rocket barrages and 
armored vehicles were used in 
savage street battles. 


The sources aid Malloum 
was still at an improvised com- 
mand post jnside the interna 
lionai airport Friday morning. 

Evacuation of French resi- 
dents started Thursday after- 
noon with about 40. mai nly 
women and children, flown by 
French air force Transail trans- 
ports to Libreville, Gabon.

Americans embittered 

Envoy’s widow lands in Kabul 


KABUL, Feb. 16 (AP) — 
A presidential plane arrived in 
Kabul Friday to retrieve the 
body of U.S. Ambassador 
Adolph Dubs, stain during a 
gun battle between kidnappers 
and Af ghan security forces. 

His widow, Mary Anne, 
descended from the Boeing 
707 and teartully greeted 
members of the embassy staff. 

Security has been strengthe- 
ned at the U-S. embassy which 
has curtailed all unnecessary 
braved by staff outside the Af- 
ghan capital. 

The . embassy has advised 
American .citizens here to be 
"discreet” about their move- 
ment within Kabul 

A memorial service, for the 
stain ambassador was to be 
te Id Friday evening at Dubs’ 
residence and the plane was 
scheduled to deport Kabul with 
his body Saturday morning en 
n ute to Washington. 

Many .Americana here said 
they were extremely bister' 
about the haxdting of the kid- 
rvpping Wednesday and what 
they said was the callous at- 
titude afterward by President 
Nut Muhammad Taraki’s re- 
gime-' 

Dubs' widow, who works in 
Washington, and his brother. 
Alex, were among the nine - 
member official party aboard 
the 707. 

The ambassador was abduc- 
ted on his way to the embas- 
sy by four armed men who 
seized control of his yellow 
Okismobile sedan. He was 
taken to the Kabul Hotel in 
the center of the city where 
his three-hour abduction end- 
ed wiih an intense 40-second 


sbootout between The kidnap- 
pers and Afghan troops and 
security men. 

It has not been determined 
UitUicr the bullets that kill- 
ed him were fired by his ab- 
ductors or by government for- 
ces. 

The Kabul Hotel remained 
heavily guarded. Security men 
nusiieti aside an Associated 
Press photographer when he 
attempted to photograph bui- 
xst holes on the outside wall 
of the hotel. The holes have 
since been repaired and glass 
faxang the street has also been 
replaced. It had been shot out 
by snipers across the street. 

Dubs’ abduction was strong- 
ly condemned by the goveru- 
ntenr-rjin “Kabul Times” 
newspaper, which called it a 
“savage and inhumane act.” 

The U.S. had asked Kabul 
not to jeopardize the ambassa- 
dor's iue by storming the ho- 


ld, and the State Department 
lodged a 'strong protest wifo 
tf>e Afghanistan government 
when the appeals went unhee- 
ded-. A UJS. protest also was 
made to the Soviet Union be- 
cause Soviet advisers at the 
scene also disregarded the U-S. 
appeals for restraint. 

Diplomats said that mem- 
bers of the government did 
not appear to be particularly 
concerned. One diplomat said

The can- 
outer was floored when the human made an absolutely pomt 
taLs/im expected, illogical and almost ludicrous move, like sac- 
rificing the queen for no reason. 

In other worcte. what happened to the computer was exac4y 
the reverse of what happened to Pavlovs hound, trained to 
behave according to a set pattern. 

And in the same way as (he computer was beaten. Iran 
oame to floor the Bavtovaao experts, unused to anything but 
the usual and the expected. 

The data feed into foe expert minds were that the Shall 
tad an army capable of crushing any power but tha t of & 
atomic bomb, and that one single imiHah and supporters were 
armed at best with a rifle and some bullets. # 

They expected, and concluded that the Shah would 
emerge triun^hant from foe crisis, and that foe army would 
trample on foe opposition.
